ROAD FUNDS ‘AND RIGHTS OF 
WAY. 


The suport of Mr. V. J. Rowan to 
the Supervisors on the county roads 
shows that ‘‘during the past year quite 
® sam of money has been drawn 
from the different road funds for the 
payment of rights of way.” This is 


„ g00 Something of a surprise, as it was 


thought our county officials had passed 
beyond that old and vicious practice, 
and bad got down to the work of de- 
voting the road money of the county 
to the improvement of the highways, 
as intended by the taxpayers. This 
practice of buying rights of way, as it 
is Called, has been the leak that has 
emptied the road funds of this county 
more than any other in years past. We 
had directed attention to this extrava- 
ance, or worse than extravaganco, so 
often that we had come to believe that 
the leak was about stopped. In former 
years payments out of the road funds 
of the county for pretended rights of 
Way Was aconvenient method of re- 
warding hungry retail politicians for 
pretended party services, and to such 


Jan extent has this practice been car- 


‘ried by some boards of Supervisors 
that certain districts in the county 
have been almost wholly deprived of 
the benefit of their road tax. 

The fact is, public highways are in- 
cident to our civilization. A right of 
way is a public right; itis an indis- 
pensable public easement, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of every hundred 
a real benefit to the party over whose 
land it runs. But should it, by rare 
ebance, prove to be some little incon- 
venience to the owner, that owner 
should remember that he cannot move 
from his own door without traveling 
over other people’s lands, and he 
should not complain if other people 
make a similar use of his possessions. 
A country in a strictly barbarous con- 
dition might get along without public 
roads, but none other can. It may be too 
‘serious a reflection upon this commu- 
nity to say that the degree of enlight- 
enment of a country is shown by the 
character of its roads. Such, however, 
has been the case in other countries! 
and in other times. Certain it is that! 

is county can claim much more for 
ts civilization when it ceases to waste’ 
its road funds and mends its ways. 

The responsibility for paying out 
large sums of money for rights of way 
cannot be thrown upon viewers, who 
are appointed to pass upon the matter 
of damages in laying out roads. The 
Supervisors have authority to reject a 
report of viewers when deemed wrong 
or unreasonable. The Supervisors have 
almost unlimited contryl over the high- 
ways of the county, if they see fit to 
exercise it. Bat just here is the dif- 
culty. The county authorities neglect 
to assert the rights of the public; they | ors 
have been in the habit of yielding to 
individual extortionists, and pouring t 
out the road money of the county as if 
there were no other use for it but to re- 
ward partisan friends. Each Super- 
visor is commissioner of highways for 
his district, and too in our past
